§ 1,495 Entering the national stage in the United 
States of America. : 

(a) Hie applicant in an international application 
must fulfill the requirements df 35 U.S.C 371 within 
the time periods set forth in paragraphs (b) and (c) of 
this section in order to prevent the abandonment of 
the international application ad to the United States of 
America. The thirty-month tiine period set forth in 
paragraphs (b), (c), (d), (e) and (h) of this section may 
not be extended. International " applications for which 
those requirements are timely fulfilled will enter the 
national stage and obtain an examination as to the pat- 
entability of the invention in the United States of 
America. 

(b) To avoid abandonment of the application,, 
the applicant shall furnish to the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office not later than the expiration of 
thirty months from the priority date: 

(1) A copy of the international application* 
unless it has been previously communicated by the 
International Bureau or unless it was originally filed!
